EDITORIALS 


Edmonton Responded Well 


The day was cold, damp and a light rain 
was falling. Premier Manning spoke truly 
when he said the weather was unusual. It 
would have been more usual if the weather 
man had given us either a warm October day, 
Indian Summer style, or else 10 above zero 
with no rain but more snow. In spite of the 
weather, the people of Edmonton came out of 
their warm, dry homes to welcome their 
Royal Highnesses in the traditionally en- 
thusiastic but reserved manner. 


Mayor Parsons, beset by a fast-approach- 
ing Civic election could be excused for forget- 
ting to speak into the microphone at the 
Legislative steps. Princess Elizabeth read a 
speech in faultless English, right into the 
speaker—a speech so well written that it 
could have come from a typewriter in the De- 
partment of Economic Affairs right here in 
Edmonton. Premier Manning, throughout 
the ceremonies calm, collected and apparently 
master of the situation, was obviously un- 
nerved after he had escorted Her Royal 
Highness to the Cadillae. A slight delay in 
the departure of the big plastic topped car 
left him for a few moments on the-horns of a 
dilemma. Whether to wait until the Royal 
car had pulled away or go directly to their 
own car with Mrs. Manning was the Premier’s 
problem. There are times when the mightiest 
man among us is made to feel like a bashful 
teen-ager on his first date. 


At Colonel Mewburn Hospital Elizabeth 
and Philip did chat with a few folks on the 
common level and this always makes for 
good feelings when Royalty meets and talks 
with the people. They attended the football 
game where even the Esks responded with a 
smashing victory over the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers. 

Always too confident to do much boast- 
ing, the people of Edmonton did well by the 
Royal Visitors. The next time they come 
here we hope they’ll be able to stay long 
enough to know us. 


Wanted: More Royalty 


Princess Elizabeth and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh have been and gone. Edmonton was 
in the mood for celebration — and “a good 
time was had by all.” For many it meant 
hours of dreary, motionless standing in the 
cold rain, for but a fleeting look at the Royal 
couple. To more fortunate citizens it meant 
actual participation in the ceremonies, the ap- 
pearances and the banquet with the honoured 
visitors. : 

Somehow or other, the Royal family 
seems very remote from our Canadian way of 
life. Idealizing, as it does, a united loyalty 
to our British-born democratic manner of 
government, we should have more Royal an- 
pearances in Canada. In the days when it 
took six weeks to cross the Atlantic and a trip 
overland 3,000 miles was unthinkable the 
system of having a member of the Royal 
family visit Canada once in a lifetime was un- 
doubtedly the most practical way to deal with 
Royalty. 

Now, however, the King of Canada is only 
a few hours away at all times by air from our 
shores and appearances of the Royal family 
should be as frequent as once a year. The 
Duke of Windsor is no longer acceptable as a 
representative of the Crown to Canada, but 
what about his other brother, the Duke of 
Gloucester? 

If we are going to preserve our allegiance 
to the British Crown, even only in name, we 
must have the co-operation of members of 
the Royal family who are willing and able to 
come here and spend some time in this 
country. 


Reclaiming Australian Desert 


While Alberta is busy establishing irri- 
gation districts for good, productive land that 
lacks only a dependable year-in, year-out 
rainfall, the government of another member 
of, the Commonwealth is tackling somewhat 
similar problems. 

A project to reclaim half a million acres 
of desert land is now underway in South 
Australia. Unlike, most deserts, this area is 
not short of moisture but the soil is deficient 
in certain essential plant foods. By adding 
small quantities of the trace elements copper 
and zine the area can be made quite produc- 
tive, As the land is fertilized it is seeded down 
to grasses and converted into individual 
farms for production of sheep or dairy cattle. 


Price Control 


Tremendous pressure is being brought 
upon the Canadian government to enact 
price control laws to prevent further rises 
in the cost of living. While the government 
has been loath to take such action, cabinet 
ministers have hinted that public opinion 
may force them to do so. 

In the midst of public discussion on this 
question, H. H. Hannam, president of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, made 
very plain the opinion of farm organizations 
on the subject. Said Mr. Hannam. 

“If any government thought of clamping 
price controls om food without at the same 
time putting controls on profits and wages, 
it is going to hear from the farmers. Organ- 
ized agriculture will fight. The government 
will have a bigger row on its hands than it 
now has with the clamor for price control.” 

Mr. Hannam pointed out that food prices 
today are not high in relation to other prices, 
or in relation to wage rates, or the profits 
being made by industry. Most food in terms 
of work required to purchase it, is cheaper 
than it has ever been. This fact is borne out 
by a comparison of average earnings’in in- 
dustry and average prices for staple food. 

Others who can control their production 
and who set or help to establish their price 
or wage levels,.said Mr. Hannam, have been 
more responsible for the high price structure 
of today than the farmer. 

Speaking of the proposal that food be 
subsidized, Mr. Hannam said. “Why should 
subsidies on food be urged and not subsidies 
on other things, It is humilating for the 
farmer to be picked out as the only one who 
is not entitled to a fair exchange value for 
his product in the market place.” 


De-Centralizing Loca! 


Government 

Considerable interest has beea evoked by 
the recent removal of the Sturgeon School 
Division offices for the Morinville district 
from the City of Edmonton to Morinville. 
The Municipal District office was already 
located in Morinville, for the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Morinville, but the neighboring Muni- 
cipal District of Sturgeon has had and ‘still 
have their offices on Jasper Avenue. 

The largest settlement within the boun- 
daries of the Sturgeon Municipal District is at 
Gibbons, and a number of residents and rate- 
payers feel that the Municipal District offices 
should be located there. Others would like 
to see the office re-located in North Ed- 
monton. 

All this indicates a trend away from 
centralization in the big city, but this un- 
doubtedly poses a problem for staff members 
who by moving are obliged to either give up 
their city homes or drive many miles daily to 
and from the office 20 or more miles away 
from home. 

At the rate Edmonton is growing, we may 
e-nect to see towns such as St. Albert, Morin- 
ville, Gibbons and Fort Saskatchewan become 
very close neighbors to the city by virtue ‘of 
the latter’s expanding boundaries due to ever- 
growing population. Perhaps within the life 
span of most of us Edmonton will absorb 
these communities. A population of 300,000 
within ten years is not unlikely and if in 
twenty years Edmonton has half a million 
population we can eount on these communi- 
ties becoming much bigger, too, although by 
that time they'll be merely in the city 
suburbs. 


Plan For Road Research 


The thirty-second convention of the 
Good Roads Association of Canada is to be 
held in Toronto Nov. 1 and 3, and it is ex- 
pected there will be 1,000 members present, 
all of whom are interested in the building of 
good roads in all the ten provinces of the 


, dominion. 


In:the matter of good roads, of modern 
construction, most parts of Canada are far 
behind the times. There is need for wider 
consideration and assistance for road build- 
ing in Alberta in the interest of agriculture 
and the growth of industry, as well as for the 
sake of defence in case of war. If ever the 
tide of war sweeps onto Canadian soil the 
means of rapid transportation of army per- 
sonnel and equipment may mean the dif- 
ference between defeat and victory. 

Hon. G, E, Taylor is to be a delegate at 
the Good Roads convention and it is to be 
hoped he will take a constructive view of pro- 
posals to be broached for the establishment 
of a research institute for highway construc- 
tion in Canada. Alberta needs more and bet- 
ter roads in order that the growing prosperity 
of the province may be better served.

You don’t know me, 
day you may be Queen of England 
and someday I may be your Cana- 
dan Prime Minister. You have a 
good chance of being queen. I have 


a chance of being prime minister, 
but the odds are so against me that 
I never give it a second thought. 
If I were prime minister, though. 
I would like to talk to you as 
Disraeli is reported to have spoken 
to your great-great grandmother. 
When, in a huff, she reminded 
him “Sir, do not forget I am the 
Queen of England.” He replied, 
“Madam, do not forget I am the 
people of England.” 

On Saturday you with your hand- 
some husband were in the midst 
of a quarter- 
million residents 
of Northern Al- 
berta. To thou- 
sands of chil- 
dren of all ages 


but some 


you were the 
fairy Princess 
who stepped in- 


to their midst for 
moments. becau 
a few brief mo- 
ments. Yes, they 
were only mo- 
ments, because 
although you spent nine hours in 
Edmonton, hardly anyone got more 
than a passing glimpse of you. 

I was one of the lucky ones who 
saw you step off the train at the 
CNR station, I hotfooted abreast— 
about ten paces away, with a group 
of reporters and photographers. 
Those men, like myself, were in- 
tent on getting actual photographs 
and word pictures that would con- 
vey to our people a picture of the 
future Queen mingling with the 
people, and yet retaining her royal 
dignity. You saw me standing— 
although you did not, of course, 
recognize me in any way at the 
legislative buildings. You and 
your husband stood but a_ foot 
from the group of reporters who 
carefully observed your’ every 
movement while in front of the 
legislative buildings. 

I saw you as the big Cadillac 
pulled ‘away, saw you through the 
plastic roof of your car. Some mud 
had gotten on the back of your 
dainty little right shoe and you 
were rubbing it off with your 
glove. 

I saw this as the eyes and ears 
of the thousands of people who 
read our papers. | have to report 
{ am one of the luckiest guys in

the country. I was indeed privi- 
leged to get such a good view of 
Your Royal Highnesses. Truly, you 
were the Princess of Canada, and 
insofar as my newspaper readers 
are cOncerned, I represent the 


people of Canada. 
A TIRING TRIP 

When I saw you, | sensed that 
this was a tiring trip. There was 
no thrill left in it for you. You 
had made so many public appear- 
ances in the last few weeks we 
couldn’t blame you for feeling 
tired but, Elizabeth, Edmonton 
was just beaming with excitement 
To them it was your first appear- 
ance, And, frankly, I did not feel 
that either you or the Duke res- 
ponded to that feeling, 

I was sorry that in the few 
moments you had on the legislative 
steps, waiting for the rest of the 
official party to drive up, you and 
your husband @id not make the 
rounds of the children who had 
been standing motionless a long, 
long time for you to arrive. The 
Duke did spekk to one or two, and 
you did wave your hand to the 
crowd a few times—but you had 
the time to really meet a good 
number of young Canadians—and 
you missed the opportunity, 

I had read an earlier report that 
in an Eastern hospital the Duke 
of Edinburgh had looked at an ex- 
serviceman who had lost both arms 
and both legs. One of you only 
LOOKED at him. Did it occur to 
you that you both should have 
walked up to that man, put your 
hand on the stump of One arm, 
and thanked him on behalf of all of 
us for the sacrifice he had made? 
' remembered how, years before, 


your Uncle David leaned over and 
kissed the misshapen face of a 
veteran who had given all’ but life 
for his country, with tears in his 
eyes, and I could weep at the op- 
portunity you both had missed On 
this occasion. 

Near the beginning of your 
present Canadian tour a young 
man displayed a great deal of 
courage and ingenuity and pushed 
himself right up to your Royal 
person and asked for your auto- 
graph. If, instead of saying “no”, 
you had given him your signature 
and a short, kind word of reproof 
for. his boldness, not a_ single 
Canadian would have found fault 
with you. We Canaidans are al- 
ways happy when the underdog 
comes out on top. Protocol or no 
protocol. 

1 wish you had planned on spend- 
ing a month in Alberta. I wish you 
had been here long enough to meet 
the people. No doubt you have 
learned a lot in your short life- 
time, but you have not learned the 
greatest lesson of all—the lesson 
of meeting people. They are the 
most interesting subject in all the 
lesson books. But you don’t learn 
it in books—you learn this by 
meeting people. 

When vou meet President Tru- 
man in Washington, you’ll meet a 
man who epitomizes ‘Greatness in 
the midst of the common man, the 
little man, the man of the street. 
i am sorry the Duke of Edinburgh 
did not “kick-off” for the players 
at Saturday night’s football game. 
We would have loved him for it, 
even if the soles of his shoes did 
get a bit Of mud on them. But. when 
you see Harry Truman, just re- 
member that he threw in the first 
ball for a recent baseball game and 
the Canadian and American people 
heartily approved. 

For the rest of your Canadian 
tour, Elizabeth, how about a change 
of routine? If I were you, I'd ab- 
solutely insist on having dinner . 
with a coal miner’s family in Cape 
Breton. I'd be royally indignant if 
I couldn’t visit a potato farmer un 
Prince Edward Island. And if it 
meant getting back to England a 
few days later I’d see to it that 
for the rest of my Canadian tour 
I met the common people of Can- 
ada, Many of our people are new 
Canadians, not steeped as I have 
been in traditional loyalty to the 
British crown. You've been sent 
here tO sell yourself and the High 
Purposes to which God has called 
you to the people of Canada. Eliza- 
beth, be a good saleswoman. 

Because I write you this letter, 
Elizabeth, please not not take or. 
fense. If your battery of secretaries 
lets you read it. There are scores 
of Other newspaper writers who 
would like to write what I have 
written, but they don’t dare be- 
cause they are working for some- 
one else who could fire them. 1 
am working for myself because I 
am publisher of my own Papers, 

Some Canadians—perhaps some 
writers— will criticize me. But this

As United Nations Begins 7th Year 
Fear of War Heightens World Tension 


By BRUCE W. MUNN 
UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 26—(BUP)—The United 
Nations started its seventh year with world-wide celebrations 
of its birth while its secretariat and delegations converged on 
Paris in preparation for what could be its most momentous 


general assembly session. 


Secretary-General Trygve Lie 
declared in a UN day message 
Wednesday that although the “fear 
of a world war worse than any 
Other in history” deminates the 
world scene, the UN still can be 
proud of its work during the last 
six years. 

“The fear of a world war worse 
than any other in history—un- 
fortunate symptom of the present 
international tension—is still the 
most predominant factor in the 
international scene and also evi- 
dence that the Reds for which 
the UN was created have not been 
fully realized,” Lie said in his 
statement released here. 

“Great, and in some respects, 
successful efforts have, however, 
been made by the UN to prevent 
war, to promote the peaceful set- 
tlement of disputes and to serve 
as the channel of cooperative ac- 
tion toward the achievement of 
economic and. social progress.”
